It has been 
degraded from one of the best, tallica 

tional institutions of the deaf and 

dumb to one of the worst, in the in 

it of the spoils system of politics. 

That all the Old and experienced 

officers and engineers of a great ship 

had been removed and their places 

Billed with novices, would revolutionise 
the load of 400 passengers] but when 
the education of an equal number of 
deaf pupils is imperiled by the ap- 
pointment of a new superintendent 
who had never seen a deaf mute in- 
stitution before in his life, the change 
of a Hairs produces but a ripple of 
excitement, and the serious results of 

the unfortunate scholars pass away 
unnoticed. 

Th quires that "no one shall 

be appointed superintendent of that 
Institution who is not skilled ami 
qualified by education and practice in 
sign language," which can be acepiiied 
only by long years of patient toil and 

of practice as a teacher oi deaf-mutes ; 

but the trustees have made their 

Pavorite superintendent of the school, 

despite of tlm law of the 8*000,000 

people of Indiana. The people read 
the report of that institution will open 

this fall under a new superintendent, 

with n change of teachers, and their 
silence gave eonsent.

Such teachers are a curse to tho pro- 
gress of the institution. It was once 
known throughout the Union that 
only the scholars of the Indiana 
Deaf Mute Institute could enter the 
freshman class of the National Deaf- 
Mute College at Washington, D. C. — 
the only college of this kind in the 
wor ld — but the scholars could not 
pass the examinations to day to enter 
the lowest cellar. 

It must be borne in mind that the 
institution was created for the educa- 
tion exclusively of the unfortunate 
children ; that it is a public school for 
the deaf-mutes of all Indiana, where 
liberal education is furnished by the 
state ; that it is not the private pro- 
perty of the board of trustees i" 
gratify their private desires The 
institute costs you tax payers $800,- 
000, with an annual appropriation of 
$75,000 drawn from the treasury of 
Indiana, to which all the citiz.ens 
contribute. Have these lavish ex- 
penditures of the poor tax- payers 
been thrown away the past seven 
years ? Are they to ho thrown away 
in the futn 

What is now wanted is some one 
who would labor earnestly and faith- 
fully for the welfare of the school, 
irrespective of party polities, since 
the policy of deaf mute instruction is 
too deep for the politicians to under 
stand. That every senator and every 
legislator will roil up their sleeves to 
do everything in their power for the 
degraded institution according to the 
law, is our earnest and sincere hope. 
That is all we most earnestly ask.
